Some have asked that I give advice 
On the cold drink proposition. This 
subject has been discussed quite often 
in the Assembly, through the paper 
and in the churches, but it seems that 
there must be line upon line and pre- 
cept upon precept in order that we 
keep in line about this. 

There is a last day warning that 
people should not let their hearts be 
overcharged with surfeiting, lest that 
day come upon them unaware. In 
another Scripture ‘the statement is 
that the people of the last days would 
be as they were in the days of Sodom, 
eating and drinking etc. 

Only in recent years have the cold 
drink stands come on the scene, back 
in our boyhood days were only the 
innocent lemonade and milkshake 
drink, but today there are scores of 
attractive drinks, not only in taste 
but in color, while some of them may 
be harmless there are many that are 
very detrimental to the health of 
those who indulge. 


The Church of God teaches against 
bottle drinks, though some of them 
may be harmless, for the reason that 
we are to shun the appearance of evil. 
Some one may see you drinking from 
a bottle and would not know but that 
you were drinking whisky or some 
other strong drink. Every minister 
who wants to especially guard his: in- 
fluence will not be found at these cold 
drink stands drinking though it may 
be a harmless drink. The boys and 
girls standing near would not know 
but that you were drinking coco cola 
or some other cope. 

There is no doubt that there are 
Many injurious dopes carried at the 
same stands and in the same kind of 
a bottle with what is) termed harm- 
less drinks. Now the Church is posi- 
lively against dope drinks of which 
coco cola is one. Our members are 
not allowed to drink, make or sell it. 

An Established Custom 

You say there isn’t much in the 
minutes of the Assembly against it. 
This may be true, but the Church in 
general has been against it for many 
years till it has become an establish- 
ed law or custom, based on the ground 
that the Bible is against anything 
that is against our health. 

In the 1917 minutes we find the 
statemnet that the Assembly has long 
since decided against the practice of 
selling cold drinks, and that Evangel- 
ists, Bishops or members should not 
sell such things. 

In this same statement, speaking of 
our members drinking coco cola and 
other drinks, the General Overseer 
states that he hoped that none of our 
people were guilty. This signifies that 
the objection to the use of these dopes 
had become a law and if any should 
break over and drink or sell it they 
had become guilty. 

The Church of God is against all 
evil, and there is mo doubt that these 
dopes are special last day evils. 





I want to make it plain again that 
the Church of God wiil not stand for 
her members selling or drinking these 
dopes. The State Overseers, 
Overseers and Pastors just 


District 
as well 
begin to pin down a little closer on 
these things. 

If we slack up a little on these 
things the Church will gradually drift 
back to the world. We are not of the 
world. The world chews_ tobacco, 
drinks coco cola, attends the shows, 
but our affections are above these 
things. Therefore we insist that God’s 
ministers make every effort possible 
to keep the Church clean. 


This is written for no other purpose 
than to insist on the ministry taking 
care of the flock over which the Lord 
has made them overseers. They should 
object to selling, drinking or making 
dopes of any kind. They also should 
enforce the ruling against selling, us- 
ing or raising tobacco. This is that the 
world may not absorb the Church.
